- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)

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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

No agreement was made with respect to the combination of Sato with Matsumoto to teach a braking mechanism, as 
recited in independent claim 1. 

Tentative agreement was made with respect to the following issues regarding Sato, Matsumoto and Schena. Schena 
does not disclose expressly wherein the roll, pitch and yaw of the attachment point itself (14) is determined. As to 
independent claims 9, 12 and 38, if the claimed limitations "an orientation of the tool" (see independent claim 9), 
"detect rotation of the user interface tool around an axis" (see independent claim 12), and "measuring rotation of the 
tool" (see independent claim 38) were amended to recite "roll, pitch and yaw" of the tool/attachment point itself, as 
supported by the specification of the instant application, the proposed amendments may overcome the prior art 
rejections made of record. As to independent claim 29, Sato does not disclose expressly "storing a value indactive of a 
known length" during a shutdown procedure and "recovering the value" during a startup procedure.
